Youths learn pride 

Program provides alternatives to drugs, gangs

E ight Placentia youths are 
learning about community 
pride, arithmetic and a 
work ethic as an alternative to 
gangs and drugs. 

The North Orange County 
Youth At-Risk Coalition program 
targets young people living in the 
barrios to “show them that there 
are other opportunities and gang 
life is not the only way,” said 
Maria Moreno a Placentia City 
Councilwoman and the pro¬ 
gram's administrative coordina¬ 
tor. 

The first phase of the program 
lasts about three weeks. Youths 
IS years old and older up spend 
eight hours a day, five days a 
week with Moreno doing every¬ 
thing from graffiti removal to 
polishing their math skills. 

Unlike many programs, partic¬ 
ipants raise their own funds by 
holding car washes to buy the

paint for graffiti removal. They 
receive the opportunity to earn 
$4.25 an hour by picking up trash 

Other time was spent working 
on their reading skills at the li¬ 
brary through a reading pro¬ 
gram offered by the Literacy 
Volunteers of America. 

Moreno enlisted the help of the 
La Habra branch of the Job 
Training and Partnership Act. 
The JTPA donated the funds to 
pay the hourly wages for trash 
cleanup. Hermandad, a non-prof¬ 
it organization that emphasizes 
education, provided the van. 


Participants have gone on trips 
to the zoo, Cal State Fullerton, 
various newspapers, the library 
and to Orange County Housing 
Commission meetings. 

One objective of the program 
is to expose the youths to educa¬ 
tion and careers. The other ob¬ 
jective is to teach them respect 
for themselves, the community 
and their parents, Moreno said.

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Schools 
in budget 
struggle 

Revenues decline, 
expenses increase

The Placentia Yorba Linda 
Unified School District ended 
last year with a balanced bud¬ 
get but the district’s financial 
outlook is gloomy for the years 
to come. 

Because predicted and actual 
ending balances for the 1991-92 
school year were $8.2 million 
and $8.4 million respectively, 
the district can weather this 
year's financial storms and 
handle the expected $4.5 million 
deficit, said Kim Stallings, as¬ 
sistant superintendent for ad¬ 
ministrative services. 

But a three-year revenue and 
expense summary shows the 
district is slowly sinking in red 
ink. Revenues are projected at 
$88.7 million for 1992-93 fiscal 
year, down $92 million in 1990- 

91. At the same time, the dis¬ 
trict's expenses are expected to 
increase to $92.ft million in 1992- 
93, up from $90.9 million in 1991- 

92. 

In 1990-91, the district had a 
net increase in revenue of $1.1 
million, Stallings said, but in 
1992-93 it projects a net de¬ 
crease of $3.9 million. 

The net increases and de¬ 
creases don't include other fi¬ 
nancing sources and uses, Stall¬ 
ings added. 

Stallings said federal reve¬ 
nues rose about $100,000 during 
the past three years, but state 
revenues dropped about $1.2 
million. That coupled with a 
slight rise in teachers' salaries 
and a jump of more than $2.4 
million in employee benefits 
largely explains the financial 
slump. 

The largest expense — teach¬ 
ers' salaries — accounted for 
$48.5 million, Stallings said. 
And benefits, mostly health in¬ 
surance, cost the nearly 
$700,000 more this year. 

“Eighty-five percent of all 
general fund expenses go for 
employee salaries and bene¬ 
fits," Stallings said. 

Trustees also voted 4-1 to offi¬ 
cially extend Superintendent 
James Fleming’s contract for 
two more years, from 1994 to

State budget deals blow to city services 


Officials faced with loss of $476,000

City officials are facing a $476,403 revenue 
loss in the wake of the passage last week of a 
new state budget. 

But, the $476,403 is less than a quarter of 
the $2 million loss they originally expected. 

The city will be forced to cut $304,920 from 
its general fund budget to make up for a 9 
percent loss in property tax revenue. In ad¬ 
dition, the city will lose $171,483 in redevel 
opment funds. 

"A half a million dollars is a lot of money 
to lose when your’re looking at a budget 
that's already been cut down and dissect¬ 
ed,” said Bob D'Amato, Placentia city ad¬ 
ministrator. 

The city’s general fund budget is $14.9 
million and it’s redevelopment budget is 
about $1 million. 

The city also is losing about $73,000 in 


cigarette tax money, but officials said they 
weren’t counting on it. 

In addition, D’Amato said the city might 
lose $11,000 in trailer-coach fees. 

"The No. 1 thing is not to push the panic 
button,” Councilwoman Maria Moreno 
said. 

Moreno said she may propose closing City 
Hall on alternating Fridays, selling the trol¬ 
ley and rallying more volunteers from the 
community. 

"We need to sit down and analyze the 
effects,” D’Amato said, before discussing 
possible cuts at Tuesday’s council meeting' 

Councilman Norman Eckenrode said the 
city will continue providing basic services 
without raising taxes. 

“We’re being dumped on right now by 
Sacramento,” Eckenrode said. 

“Nothing is sacred anymore." 


Library looks for ways to cut budget

Placentia Library District officials face 
budget cuts of $130,000 as the new state bud¬ 
get goes into effect. 

The new state budget mandates that spe¬ 
cial districts pay the lesser of 10 percent of 
their total operating revenues from the pre¬ 
vious fiscal year or 35 percent of their prop¬ 
erty tax revenue. 

The $130,000 loss is 10 percent of the dis¬ 
trict’s $1.3 million budget. 

But library officials still aren’t sure what 
will be required of them. 

“We’re waiting for some answers from 
the state and county,” said Elizabeth Mint- 
er, Placentia library director. 

"We don’t even have the legislation yet.” 

Placentia Library Board members dis¬ 
cussed future cuts to compensate for the 
shortfall during a special meeting Sept. 3. 


Board members discussed cutting line 
items dedicated to structural repairs and 
automated replacements. 

In addition, a children's librarian position 
may not be filled, saving $24,000. 

Closing the library on Sundays might oc 
cur under extreme circumstances, Minter 
said. 

Placentia Library Trustee Sandra Stark 
suggested the library seek donations from 
the public in the form of a drop bucket as an 
alternative to cutting the budget. 

The last resort would be to reduce library 
hours and the book budget, Minter said. 

“We’re not likely to see the impact for a 
month or two,” she said. 

Library trustees are scheduled to discuss 
the cuts again at their next regular board 
meeting Sept. 21.

Martial arts runs 
in the family for

No one ever called Tiger Yang a pussy cat. 
With his hand, he can shatter six layered 
blocks of ice, obliterate boards in mid-air 
and break a man’s arm in one blow. 

With his teeth he can pull a truck weighing

Why so many candidates? 

Perot cited as one reason for large field

More candidates are running for 
City Council seats than have run in 
recent elections and several candi¬ 
dates and election observers say 
Ross Perot is the reason. 

Twelve candidates will run for 
three seats in the Nov. 3 election. 
In 1990, three people ran for two 
council seats and seven people ran 
for three seats in 1988. 

Three candidates were directly 
influenced to run by Perot's presi¬ 
dential bid. Challengers Raymond 
Smith, Linda Smith and Edward 
Nodler said Perot's message of 
change inspired them to run. 

Incumbent Councilman Norman 
Eckenrode, who is not up for elec¬ 
tion, said many people decided to 
run because they’re tired of those 
who have been running govern¬ 
ment and want change. 

“It reflects the disgust voters 
have for the incumbents," he said. 

He also cited Perot as a reason 
for the large field of candidates. 
Many people are participating at 
the iocal level because it gives 
them a platform to be heard. 
They're not being heard because of 
influential forces at other levels, 
he said. 

"Basically special interest 
groups rule the roust in Washing¬ 
ton, DC., and Sacramento,” he 
said And he said it’s not fair or 
accurate the way people are misdi¬ 
recting their political frustrations 
to the local level. 

Councilwoman Maria Moreno, 
who is running for re-election in 
November, said many people feel 
it's time to give something back to 
the community. 

Mayor John 0. Tynes, also up for 
re-election, said the recession has 
made local government posts at¬ 
tractive. He believes people want 
to get involved to help the city 
make intelligent financial deci-

“My issue is government is too 
expensive and there's a lot of peo¬ 
ple who can't afford it.” 

Mead beleives the former plan¬ 
ning commissioners are running 
because it’s a step up. Mayo 
Tynes as a former educator is rr i- 
ning because he enjoys bein' a 
part of the establishment, she aid 

According to Suzanne Slutsky, 
Orange County Registrar of \ oters 
election supervisor, Perot and the 
presidential election are motivat¬ 
ing people to get involved. 

The frustration levels of people 
are rising, she said. About 10 to 20 
years ago, a recall was unheard of. 


People are scrutinizing their local 
officials more then ever, she said. 

Orange County-based political 
consultant Harvey Englander said 
it is unusual that 12 challengers are 
running against three incumbents. 

But he doesn't feel that Perot is a 
political inspiration, rather quite 
the opposite, because he got so 
many peoples hopes up then 
dropped out of the race. 

“Basically, people are just frus¬ 
trated with the system,” Ecken¬ 
rode said.

Maertzweiler, 49, a project manag¬ 
er at Rockwell International and a 
licensed real estate broker for Ed 
Bennett Realty; Gary Hill, 53, is a 
senior environmental laboratory 
test engineer for Parker Hannifin 
Corp.; Edward Nodler, 44, is the 
chief financial officer for Commu¬ 
nity Hospital of Gardena; Arthur 
Newton, 41, is an accountant; Adri¬ 
enne Edmondson, 39, is an organix- 
ation development specialist for 
Northrop Corp.; Howard Kay, 50, 
is a corporate executive; Linda 
and Raymond Smith are a husband 
and wife team. Linda, 42, is a nurse 
educator and Raymond, 38, is a 
hospital administrator and Mike 
Stehly, 28, is a state audit manager 
for Taco Bell.

Planning commissioners Tues¬ 
day approved an oil company’s re- 
guest to transport crude oil from 
its facility. 

By a unanimous vote, planning 
commissioners were able to reach 
a compromise after more than a 
month of grappling with the con¬ 
troversy of how to deal with angry 
residents and the city of Yorba Lin¬ 
da. 


Plegel Oil facility is located at 
Cascades Avenue and Mammoth 
Way near a residential neighbor¬ 
hood. The owner, Emil Plegel, is 
subject to several special condi 
tions in transporting oil 
The controversy began when res¬ 
idents living adjacent to the oil¬ 
pumping facility complained of 
safety hazards and noise that 
would be created by trucks moving 
oil through their neighborhood. 

Yorba Linda officials became 
concerned about the issue when 


they learned the trucks would trav¬ 
el on their city’s streets. When 
Yorba Linda officials got involved, 
the matter was postponed until 
they could examine the situation. 

Commissioners finally moved 
for approval after Commissioner 
Bob Ward recommended the 
trucks enter on Cascades to Mam¬ 
moth to load at the site, then exit on 
Buena Vista Avenue. Ward added 
the matter was a Placentia issue 
and Yorba Linda officials should 
take up the matter with the owner. 


Neighbors were pleased with the 
decision. Placentia resident John 
Cook said that the situation was 
resolved and that the oumer would 
plant trees to screen their view, 
and install a paved driveway to 
eliminate the dust. 

Plegel will be required to raise 
an existing block wall and plant 
trees as well as perform an acous¬ 
tical test and get written permis¬ 
sion from the Orange County Fire 
Department. 

Plegel may only transfer oil 


from the site twice a week, Monday 
through Friday between 11 a.m. 
and 2 p.m. 

The permit will be reviewed in 
six months. If there are any viola¬ 
tions, the permit will be revoked. 
Jim Scott, who lives near the oil 
facility, said the facility was no 
problem. 

He was angered that the neigh¬ 
bors want to put "a small guy out 
of business.” 

Plegel said he wasn’t satisfied 
with the decision.

Water district faces budget cuts

The Yorba Linda Water District, 
which serves about 2,000 custom¬ 
ers in Placentia, will lose about 
$243,000 this year in property taxes 
it used to received that will now go 
to the state. 

Mike Robinson, the water dis¬ 
trict’s assistant administrator, 
said the loss represents 3 percent 
of the district’s $8.5 million annual 
budget. He said rates may have to 
be raised if other efforts to balance 
the budget fail. 

Those funds go for maintenance 
of fire protection systems such as 


hydrants and water mains, he said. 

While not specifying where cuts 
would be made, Robinson said 
some capital projects and other ex¬ 
penses will be deferred as a short¬ 
term solution. 

Robinson said long-term solu¬ 
tions will have to be considered in 
light of several other challenges, 
including a rate increase on water 
purchased from the Metropolitan 
Water District, an increase in the 
basin replenishment assessment 
by the Orange County Water Dis¬ 
trict and increases in electrical 
and natural gas used to power 
wells and pumps. 

Then new costs in additional wa¬ 


ter quality testing will drain away 
more of the district’s operating 
costs, Robinson said. 

"If these short-term solutions 
don’t or can’t balance the district's 
budget, customer’s bills will have 
to be increased,” General Manag¬ 
er Bill Robertson said. 

The water district has 20,000 cus¬ 
tomers and covers most of Yorba 
Linda and portions of Placentia, 
Brea, Anaheim and unincorporat¬ 
ed Orange County, Robinson said. 
It has, 17,000 customers in Yorba 
Linda, 2,000 in Placentia and the 
rest are in Anaheim, Brea and the 
county areas.

signed a 14-question survey that 
was mailed to a random sample 
of 160 citizens and business own 
ers in Placentia who had been 
victims of a part one crime (i.e. 
robbery, burglary, theft, assault, 
etc ), over the previous 12 
months. 

Examples of listed questions 
are as follows: 

"My original telephone call to 
the department was taken and an¬ 
swered promptly.” 

"The behavior of the officers 
increased my feeling of safety.” 

"I found the members of the 
police department to be polite." 

The person filling out the sur¬ 
vey had six choices for a re¬ 
sponse: 

Strongly agree; disagree; 
doesn’t apply; agree; strongly 
disagree; don’t know. 

Forty-eight citizens returned 
the questionnaires, which equates 
to approximately 30 percent of 
the 160 mailed out. Almost all (98 
percent) agreed that the patrol 
officers displayed concern and 
acted in a competent manner. 
Seventy-four percent, or 36 re¬ 
spondents, expressed that the of¬ 
ficers’ demeanor increased their 
feelings of safety. 

Thirty-two respondents, or 67 
percent, stated that their contact 
with the Investigation Bureau 
was positive. In response to the 
question, “After my contact with 
the Placentia police, my opinion 


of the department improved." 
Thirty-six responded that their 
opinion improved. 

In 1989, a similar survey was 
conducted and nine of the ques¬ 
tions asked in that year were 
asked again in 1992. What is inter¬ 
esting, is that the results of both 
years are extremely consistent. 

In fact, for the survey question, 

“I found the members of the po¬ 
lice department to be polite," 98 
percent in both 1989 and 1992 
agreed. 

Although the results of the sur¬ 
vey are encouraging, we also not¬ 
ed several comments made by 
the respondents that will help us 
provide better service and in¬ 
crease the sense of safety of the 
citizens and business owners of 
Placentia. This survey will assist 
the entire department in identify¬ 
ing areas where we must be more 
conscious of what we say and 
how we say it. 

This is another example of the 
importance of community feed¬ 
back to the services we provide. 

I have said it many times, this 
is your city and your police de¬ 
partment. Community members 
who make their feelings known, 
not only when they have a prob¬ 
lem, but any time they see an 
area that requires attention, will 
find the police department re¬ 
sponsive and ready to make the 
community a safer place to live 
and work.

Spirits are part of real world, group claims

Whoever said “out of sight, out of 
mind,” probably never met a 
member of the Orange County So¬ 
ciety for Psychic Research. 

And if you’ve ever felt as if some¬ 
one was peeking over your shoul¬ 
der but when you turn around no 
one was there, nine times out of 10, 
it was a spirit just looking for some 
attention, society members say. 

“A lot of spirits just visit,” said 
Harry Shepherd, founder of the Or¬ 
ange-based organization. “Every 
household in Orange County has a 
spirit.” 

Members of this non-profit soci¬ 
ety delve into areas of phenomena 


that many people don't take seri¬ 
ously. 

Furniture moved to different ar¬ 
eas of a house. 

Strange, unexplained noises or 
voices in the middle of the night. 

Apparitions. 

All are qualifications for the so¬ 
ciety to conduct an investigation on 
the spirits present in a house, 
apartment or business. 

The group has helped hundreds 
of Orange County spirits move on 
past the physical Earth. 

"There are different places in 
Orange County with higher energy 
levels,” said Christine Metzner, in 
vestigation committee chairwom¬ 
an. “Spirits use energy.” 

While ghosts are often associat¬ 
ed with scary images of monsters 


and goblins, Shepherd said spirits 
aren't on Earth to frighten people 

“Some folks won’t accept the 
fact they’ve died,” he said. “You 
have to explain it to them that their 
time here is passed and they have 
to leave the physical Earth. Seven¬ 
ty percent haven’t realized or ac¬ 
cepted the fact they’ve died.” 

But society members don’t refer 
to themselves as “Ghostbusters.” 

“The movies have blown horror 
out of control,” Shepherd said. 
“Panic sets in when something 
happens that you’re not sure of. 
Most times, it’s just a kindred spir¬ 
it wanting to talk to you." 

The psychics believe they have 
abilities to see, hear and feel things 
that are not of this life. 

“It takes a lot of energy for them 


to communicate with us,” Shep¬ 
herd said. “It’s hard for them to 
come from a non-physical reality 
to physical reality. We’re dealing 
with a conscious, thinking, feeling 
entity although they’re not in the 
same body.” 

Visiting such homes as the 
American Red Cross House and 
Mother Colony House in Anaheim 
and other historic homes through¬ 
out Orange County, members visit 
a home at the owner’s request. 

During a full investigation, com¬ 
mittee members examine the site 
and individually record their im¬ 
pressions on a report form. 

Meditation circles are often used 
to communicate with spirits as 
well as audio and visual record¬ 
ings. 


Once the investigation is com¬ 
plete, committee members discuss 
their findings and give impressions 
and recommendations to the con¬ 
tact person. 

“They’re not demons or devils,” 
Shepherd said. “They remain as 
they are in this life until they tran¬ 
sition out of this plane.” 

With about 35 members, society 
members’ abilities vary, said Pe¬ 
ter Olcese, the group’s president. 

“Anybody can do it as long as 
you open up and want to,” Metzner 
said. 

But Shepherd maintains the 
group’s focus is not to dispel spirits 
but rather to educate the public. 

The group stresses research on

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Snake sightings on decline 

Population expected to rebound in the spring

Fewer rattlesnakes have been 
sighted this summer by hikers at 
local park trails, officials said 

However, heavy rains earlier 
this year may mean that next 
spring there will be plenty to go 
around, said Dr Kym Salness, a 
leading Orange County expert on 
snakebites. 

Salness, who is the director of 
emergency services and a consul¬ 
tant at the Poison Center at UCI 
Medical Center in Orange, said he 
has seen about two dozen snake 
bite victims this year, which is 
about average. 

Of the estimated 200 snakebites 
in California only one ends in 
death, he said 

"There's pain and you can have 
quite a bit of tissue damage and 
severe sickness," Salness said 
adding that only the most severe 
bites will require intensive care. 

Experts said rattlesnakes, the 
only venomous snake found in Cali-

Martial arts became important 
to Yang at a young age, partly be¬ 
cause his father owned a martial 
arts studio.

If it seems like he's lived more 
than enough in less than half a cen 
tury, there’s more to come because 
he’s not done yet. For the next 20 
years, Yang plans to open more 
studios and lecture on martial arts 
across the country. 

“I w’ill never retire," Yang said. 


fornia, will not bite unless pro¬ 
voked or their resting place dis¬ 
turbed. 

Salness said the typical snake 
bite victim is "a man who's been 
drinking and describes himselt as 
an expert in rattlesnakes." 

"It’s almost never a jogger." 

The cold-blooded rattlesnake, 
tends to come out from under its 
coastal sage scrub habitat when 
days get longer. But in excessive 
heat they appear only at dawn and 
dusk, said Cathy Glasgow, supervi¬ 
sor of the Oak Canyon Nature Cen¬ 
ter. 

Although no surveys have been 
done, heavy rains earlier this year, 
which caused an explosion of mice 
population in Anaheim Hills, points 
to a high number of rattlesnakes in 
the area, Glasgow said. 

But "just because we don’t see 
them doesn't mean they're not 
here," she said. "They're not real¬ 


ly an aggressive animal. Only if 
people reach out and disturb a rest¬ 
ing or hiding place' do the rattle¬ 
snakes bite. 

There are about 30 species of rat¬ 
tlesnakes nationwide, Salness said 

The Southern Pacific is the most 
common of Western Rattlesnakes 
found in Orange County, Salness 
said. Also found here is the Red 
Diamond Rattlesnake. However, 
the most dangerous Mohave Green 
is confined to the high desert. 

The snakes “fit into the ecosys¬ 
tem and contribute to the diversity 
of the environment but are best left 
alone." Salness said. 

The best remedy for a snake bite 
victim is to be driven to the hospi¬ 
tal, Salness said. 

Packing the bite with ice, inci¬ 
sion and suction and wrapping a 
tight belt or cord around the bite 
aren’t recommended, he said.

Oil industry takes 
its lumps locally, too 


The U.S. oil industry is in 
trouble. It has lost more than 
400,000 jobs in the last decade. 
According to Jim Craig, public 
relations director for the Ameri¬ 
can Petroleum Institute in 
Washington, D.C., a continued 
lack of access to the nation's po¬ 
tential oil and gas resources has 
caused many oil companies to 
more aggressively pursue ex¬ 
ploration and development op¬ 
portunities overseas. Govern¬ 
ment at all levels is the major 
cause of the oil industry’s do- 

mpCtlP ttrrvpc 

The Tulsa World of July 3,1992 
reports: ‘‘The (oil) industry has 
developed most of the easily 
found oil reserves in the United 
States. But there is still oil to be 
found and developed and ex¬ 
perts believe U.S. gas reserves 
have only been touched. 

“But oilmen are all but being 
banned from hunting and devel¬ 
oping U.S. oil and gas because 
of the policies of their govern¬ 
ment. Punitive tax policies, lay¬ 
ers of federal, state and local 
red tape, and unreasonable reg¬ 
ulations in the name of environ¬ 
mental protection make doing 
business in the U.S. unprofiti- 
ble, sometimes impossible." 

An example of this red tape 
comes from Placentia and in¬ 


volves Yorba Linda. 

Plegel Oil Co. is seeking per¬ 
mission from the Placentia bu¬ 
reaucracy to transport crude 
from its facility. The Planning 
Commission delayed approval 
for a second time in August. 
Though it appears the commis¬ 
sion was ready to OK the Plegel 
request, the approval was put 
on hold after Yorba Linda offi¬ 
cials asked for time to review 
the proposal because the oil 
firm's trucks would travel on 
that city's streets. Placentia 
residents living near the oil 
fields also are concerned about 
the oil tankers. 

Plegel's problem, however, 
appears to be a minor one. Be¬ 
ing a good neighbor has helped. 
Emil Plegel, owner of the oil 
company, allayed many of the 
residents' concerns during talks 
with the neighbors. Bruce John¬ 
son, speaking on behalf of the 
residents, said Plegel "has been 
cooperative and many prob¬ 
lems had been resolved."

City can help its own water-conservation cause 


Brea's maintenance services de¬ 
partment is concerned about the 
rise in water usage in the city and 
citizens are urged not to relax the 
conservation efforts which effec¬ 
tively kept the city from issuing a 
mandatory rationing plan during 
severe drought conditions. The de¬ 
partment's concern is a real one 
and comes on the heels of a long, 
hot Southland dry spell. Attention, 
however, should be called to the 
wasteful watering habits of the city 
at its own landscaped areas. Par¬ 
ticularly bad is the median on 
Lambert Road, east of the Orange 


Freeway, where driving through 
the runoff can be hazardous.

The night rushed in, smothering 
Leslie Baer-Brown as she lay in a 
hammock encased in mosquito net¬ 
ting. 

Mosquitos were the least of her 
worries at the moment. The for¬ 
mer Anaheim resident instead was 
asking herself: Why? Why had she 
traveled thousands of miles to be 
deep in the Amazon rainforest, in¬ 
communicado with the modern 
world, a guest of an indigenous 
people called the Yanomami? 

Dubbed “the fierce people,” the 
Yanomami often raid other tribes’ 
camps in search of women to take 
for wives. They have been doing so 
for 6,000 years. 

“On the first night it occured to 
me: You're in a closed society," 
Baer-Brown said. “You don’t real¬ 
ly know what they’re thinking. 
They could kill you with a smile 
and to their way of thinking they'd 
be sending you back to God." 

The desire to learn about the 
Yanomami ways of thinking and 
living was what had driven Baer- 
Brown to seek out these native 
Venezuelans. Her compunction to 
share her lessons with others is be¬ 
hind "Yanomami: Keepers of the 
Flame," an 58-minute documenta¬ 
ry film that took this year’s US 
Environmental Film Festival. 

Shot during Baer-Brown’s nine 
days in the rainforest, “Keepers of 
the Flame” details the plight of the 
Yanomami, a 6,000-year-old cul¬ 
ture in danger of becoming extinct 
as modern civilization, gold min¬ 
ers and oil developers encroach on 


their homeland. 

Award-winning documentary- 
filmmaker Adolfo Rudy Vargas 
crafted "Keepers” from three 
hours of raw footage. 

“He created a film from three 
hours of not the greatest filmage, 
and yet it took the (Environmental 
Film Festival) award despite en¬ 
tries from National Geographic 
and the British Broadcasting 
Corp.,” Baer-Brown said. 

The documentary, narrated by 
actor Michael Dorn (Lt. Worf in 
TV’s “Star Trek: The Next Gener¬ 
ation), will be screened at 8 p.m. 
Friday at the Disneyland Hotel. 

The local screening will bring 
Baer-Brown, 34, back to the city 
she called home as a youngster at¬ 
tending Sunkist Elementary 
School and Sycamore and Katella 
high schools. 

It also will collect moneys for a 
medical aid project benefitting the 
Yanomami, who suffer from nu¬ 
merous diseases caused by rain¬ 
forest parasites. 

Admission to the screening is $25 
for the general public and $15 for 
full-time students with identifica¬ 
tion. Tax deductible contributions 
can be made by calling 458-0489 or 
(310) 285-9359. 

So how did a kid who grew up at 
Disneyland happen to create her 
own Adventureland? 

Contacts. A former newspaper 
reporter turned writer-producer of 
environmental radio and cable TV 
shows, Baer-Brown had a few. One 
of them is Michael Stuart-Ani, an 
anthropologist who has spent 20 
years studying and at time living 
with indigenous peoples of the 


Americas. 

Baer-Brown did newspaper arti¬ 
cles on Stuart-Ani's fight to protect 
native peoples of the Americas 
through the non-profit Amazonia 
Foundation. 

“I realized I might be able to 
help Michael Stuart-Ani,’’ Baer- 
Brown said of her decision to ac¬ 
company the anthropologist to 
Venezuela and to document the 
trip in word and videotape. 

The travelers reached the Yano¬ 
mami village "Ashetoeateri” after 
a five-hour helicopter flight over 
impenetrable rainforest. 

"I wasn’t at the end of the earth 
but you could see it from there,” 
Baer-Brown said. 

Her previous knowledge of the 
Yanomami had been mostly from 
books. Their culture dated to the 
pre-stone age. They have no writ¬ 
ten language, no counting beyond 
the number three and no musical 
instruments. 

But that was fine with Baer- 
Brown, who determined the film 
should be a view of the Yanomami 
not through an anthropologist's 
eyes but from those of the layman. 

Her education began with the 
rainforest, where “plants are lik¬ 
ened to God," she said. 

"Yanomami: Keepers of the 
Flame” is being offered for Public 
Broadcasting System broadcast. 
Baer-Brown hopes to see it on the 
air by the end of the year or early 
1993. 

It might help that the United Na¬ 
tions has named this and next year 
the Year of Indigenous People, she 
said.

RELATIONSHIPS

G rieving men don't cry. 

They sob. They weep. 
They yearn for the fa¬ 
therly comfort often sought but 
never found in relationships with 
their own dads. 

The sadness remains isolated in 
the head, not expressed through 
■the heart. 

Licensed family counselor 
Dave Hodgson believes men want 
to connect with men on a person¬ 
al level, to savor a sense of broth¬ 
erhood with a fatherly attitude 
And in the long run. lie suggests, 
they will find a comrade, not a 
competitor. 

"Lots of men don't have 
friends. They have acquaintances 
and associates," Hodgson says. 
"There are few opportunities to 
find ways for men to be true 
friends." 

To challenge the image of the 
strong and silent male. Hodgson 
recently launched the Supportive 
Therapy Group for Men in Midlife 
at Shepperson Psychological As¬ 
sociates in Fullerton. During 90- 
minute sessions, participants ad¬ 
dress such issues as relationships, 
fathers and sons, taking care of 
self and others, growing through 
pain, grieving losses, sexuality, 
feelings and aliveness and spiritu¬ 
ality. 

The Brea resident realizes 
males are reluctant to share and 
trust their own feelings. "It's the 
biggest stretch of their lives. But 
a men's support group is safer 
than individual therapy." Hodg¬ 
son says. 

Few places in north Orange 
County, other than centers for ad¬ 
dictions, provide an all-male sup¬ 
port setting. Marilyn Colonnier, 
secretary at the Placentia Pres¬ 
byterian Church, says men's bible 
study groups and prayer break¬ 
fasts are popular in her congrega¬ 
tion, but are not places to share 
innermost feelings. And when the 
men attend annual retreats, guest 
speakers focus on man's relation¬ 
ship with God. 

A Mormon spokesman said pro¬ 
grams in the Fullerton, Placentia 
and Orange stakes include social 
activities for men, but they are 
not places where feelings are nor¬ 
mally divulged. 

Instead, a priesthood leader, 
bishop or home teacher is avail¬ 
able on a one-to-one basis to dis¬ 
cuss problems. 

In his group, Hodgson address¬ 
es the meaning of maleness early 
on.

"It means being able to recog¬ 
nize that trusting your own feel 
ings about yourself is an enrich¬ 
ing way to be alive. It’s not just a 
matter of being thoughtful and 
logical. It means accessing things 
in our hearts. 

“It also means relationships 
where men are free to talk with 


each other and open up new top¬ 
ics. Most men are not used to put¬ 
ting into words what’s going on in 
their personal lives, a learned 
quality from their fathers. 

“And people who have remar¬ 
ried must be able to use their 
first relationship as a base of ex¬ 
perience as they grieve the loss of 
their first family,” Hodgson says. 



From his own experience in 
men's support groups, Hodgson 
recounts the story of Jon, a 38- 
year-old middle-management em¬ 
ployee of a large corporation. Jon 
is caught in the middle of giving 
enough time to work, and to his 
wife and children. 

Initially, he works hard to earn 
money and prove himself in the 
work place. Overtime becomes 
necessary for the single wage 
earner, but he must stay up late 
to fulfill his wife's needs for undi 
vided attention. 

"He’s caught. He wants to have 
it all, yet he knows he must try to 
be a devoted husband, successful 
executive and good father," 
Hodgson says. "He’s burning the 
candle at both ends, yet keeps the 
anger and fear inside. 

“The answer is for Jon to look 
at the cost of trying to be an Ev¬ 
eryman. He must recognize that 
promotion may not be possible, or 
he may want to draw his wife 
into the work force. But there 
again, that decision bumps him 
into a painful place: He could 
weaken, searching for outside re¬ 
lationships that would demand 
less attention." 

Hodgson suggests Jon needs 
help, a place to think of the costs 
to his family unit and to his fideli¬ 
ty. 

"Men need a haven for trust 
and safety to express their emo¬ 
tions, to get a life with a sense of 
wholeness and spirituality," 
Hodgson says. 

The 44-year-old counselor re¬ 
lates to the therapeutic process.

In April 1991, Hodgson joined 
the Shepperson group to provide 
family counseling in a healing at¬ 
mosphere. 

Hodgson says he often asks 
male clients to bring photographs 
of themselves in their early 
years. "Most often, they show up 
with snapshots taken at age 7 or 8 
when they enjoyed their lives be¬ 
fore they were expected to grow 
up and be strong and silent men. 

“I must lead these men back 
into their feelings, and move 
those feelings from their heads to 
their hearts," Hodgson reiterates. 
“When they are honest with 
themselves, then we can talk 
about the loss of the good 
things."

W ith ‘‘budget" the buzz¬ 
word up and down Cali¬ 
fornia, residents have 
had their economic consciousness 
raised in planning for the future. 
Moving to a lavish home or in¬ 
vesting in designer furnishings, 
once within grasp, have gradually 
become distant dreams. 

"Remodel," however, can fit 
comfortably in the pocketbook of 
the '90s. And "remodel" on a 
"budget" sounds more soothing to 
the recessionary ear. 

Remodeling has become an af¬ 
fordable option for families, ac¬ 
cording to the California Society 
of Certified Public Accountants. 
However, the group warns that 
by following certain guidelines in 
choosing the project, contractor 
and method of financing, head¬ 
aches can be prevented. 

Any remodeling project should 
be planned with an eye toward its 
resale value, advise the CPA so¬ 
ciety. More than any other factor, 
the value of a home-improvement 
project depends on home values 
in the surrounding area. 

In general, the size of the pro¬ 
ject, the ability to repay the loan 
quickly and the amount one can 
afford to pay monthly are prima¬ 
ry considerations in deciding 


on a budget

which financing option to select. 

Keep in mind that as a rule, 
homeowners need 20 percent equi¬ 
ty in their home, including the re¬ 
modeling value, to obtain a loan. 

The CPA society also notes that 
capital improvements increase 
the cost basis of the home. As a 
result, the taxable profit on the 
sale of the home is correspond¬ 
ingly reduced. Repairs, however, 
do not qualify as capital improve¬ 
ments. 

Be sure to keep records of all 
home-improvement costs to real¬ 
ize a tax benefit sometime in the 
future, the society suggests. By 
increasing the value of the home, 
the property tax will go up. 

To select a contractor, obtain 
written estimates from two or 


three bidders. Talk to previous 
customers and investigate the 
company's reputation. Most im¬ 
portantly, make sure the con¬ 
struction company obtains a cer¬ 
tificate of insurance as the co-in- 
sured for damage or injury. 

With the financial basis for re¬ 
modeling under way, consider 
cost-cutting measures that will 
reflect your taste. 

Professional interior designer 
Lisa Weber of Fullerton suggests 
creating a theme with a color 
comfort zone when planning to re¬ 
model. Forecasters already pre¬ 
dict the latter part of the '90s will 
reflect the richer colors from sea- 
foam to teal, from peach to terra 
cotta, from yellow to gold with 
lots of taupe and beige, Weber 
said.

Wall treatments on a budget 
must include durable paints and 
coverings. Solid vinyls, either 
from home care centers or pro¬ 
fessional decorators, should be 
used for bath or kitchen. 

"Wallpaper hangers use paste 
on everything, even on the pre¬ 
pasted,” Weber said. "This en¬ 
sures a professional job, particu¬ 
larly if all walls have been 
prepped” 

Weber also shared a favorite 
trick: Place large crowm mould¬ 
ing upside down around ceilings 
to offer a curved effect. She also 
advised using foam moulding 
with plastic seams. 

Faux wall finishes offer a new 
dimension to living space. Weber 
often suggests rolling paint- 
dipped rags up and down the 
wall, using several colors. 

“Concrete colored flooring can 
be scored to resemble tile or 
swirled to offer a high-fashion 
look," Weber said. "And carpets 
with crush resisters and mixed 
yarn twists can be some of the 
more economical approaches." 

Drapery treatments, often a tri¬ 
ple-threat to the bank account, 
can have a custom look using 
less-expensive fabric highlighted 
with banding or welting in design¬ 
er colors. The same technique 
can be applied to bedspreads.

Garnet sandpaper is best for exterior surfaces

Q. It seems that whenever 1 have 
to sand a painted surface, I have 
problems with paint buildup on the 
sandpaper What can 1 do about 
this? 

A. It's an unfortuante fact of life 
that paint buildup occurs when you 
sand. It's a result of the friction of 
sanding which heats up the paint, 
making it soft and sticky, so in¬ 
stead of coming off as dust, it gums 
up. To avoid some of this, at least, 
don't apply too much pressure, 
particularly if your’re power sand¬ 
ing. Also, be sure to use the correct

sandpaper. 

To sand paint, you need an 
"opencoat" garnet paper (reddish 
brown), or a “close-coat" silicon 
carbide paper with a stearate coat¬ 
ing (usually a grayish color) The 
paper should be marked on the 
back of the sheets or on the pack¬ 
age. 

Both garnet and silicon carbide 
are sharp, so they cut rapidly, thus 
reducing friction Open-coat 


means only 50 percent to 70 percent 
of the surface is gritty. The spaces 
in between the grains help stop 
clogging. With this type of paper, 
you’ll be able to see the backing 
between the grains of abrasive. 

Close-coat’s entire surface is 
covered with grit. This makes the 
paper cut more quickly, but it also 
clogs quickly. To reduce this, a 
soft, slippery substance, zinc stea¬ 
rate, is applied around the grains. 

Both of these types of sandpaper 
will work well, but I think the gar¬ 
net is best for rough, exterior paint 
removal. Carbide should be used 
for fine, smooth sanding. Keep in

‘‘On Golden Pond," now on stage 
at The Vanguard Theatre Ensem¬ 
ble in Fullerton, is a charming, 
winning drama about an elderly 
couple that suspects their 48th 
summer together might be their 
last.

The play is set in a Maine sum¬ 
mer cottage where 80-year-old 
Norman and Ethel, 69, are acting 
their age. Sensing life’s ebb, Nor¬ 
man is completely in character 
when he asks a ringing phone, "Is 
it St. Peter?” 

Norman is always prepared for 
the worst, and skeptical when it 
turns out good. Though they refuse 
to admit it, Norman and Ethel are 
deeply in love. 

Watching the couple explore the 
facets of their life and love is amus¬ 
ing, affecting and lovely. 

Their divorced daughter Chelsea 
(Jill Kerry) has long been alienat¬ 
ed from her father. She returns 
that summer after an eight-year 
absence, bringing along her dentist 
lover, Bill Ray (David Billman), 
and his son, Billy Ray. 

Lanky, likeable and talented 
Erick Patterson, trained in South

ing relationship and witty banter 
comprise the show's most delight¬ 
ful moments. 

“On Golden Pond” tries to show 
that life is for the living and worth 


the problems and geriatric compli¬ 
cations. 

Terry Gunkel, artist director and 
Vanguard co-founder, is the pre¬ 
sentation's most realistic and re¬ 
laxed performer. His authentic 
portrait of the local postman is de¬ 
licious. 

Billman's Bill Ray the dentist 
and Kerry's Chelsea are fleshed 
out and played with understanding 
and depth. 

McElenney almost succeeds in 
the play's most difficult role, cre¬ 
ating a testy, wily, puckish hus¬ 
band and father. Missing is the 
frightened man underneath. 

Schweid’s interpretation of Ethel 
achieves some genuine moments, 
but most of her performance this 


night was skittish and seemingly ill 
at ease. 

Director Wendy Gunkel, who in 
real life is married to Terry, has 
put together a good production that 
could have been better had the ac¬ 
tors been given more assistance. 

The staging has a few flaws and 
often left the audience wondering

Birth of a new nightclub 

Show business veteran Baum opens Comedy Crib

Small businesses are failing at 
record rates, jobs remain scarce 
and the economy limps along like a 
sore-toed hobo. 

Is this really the right time to 
open a nightclub? 

The owners of a new area laugh 
emporium believe it's the best 
time.

Comedy clubs are certainly 
far from being recession-proof — 
but they are a fairly good means of 
relieving some of the economic 
pressures facing you.” 

Baum, a show-business veteran, 
will act as emcee all this week and 
has promised dozens of appear¬ 
ances throughout the year. House 
comic Terry Mulroy is the Comedy 
Crib’s featured act. 

Television star Bill Kirchen- 
bauer of the sitcom "Just the Ten 
of Us" performs all this week at 
the club, while headliners George 
Lopez, Hie Overton and John Men¬ 
doza round out the September fare. 

"It’s a beautiful club, colorful, 
contemporary and modern, and 
Bruce has made a commitment to 
bring the country’s top comedians 


in here," Dickerson said. 

A nationally known stand-up 
comic with a resume sated with 
stage, television and movie cred¬ 
its, Baum is venturing into the 
nightclub business for the first 
time. 

But he’s performed professional¬ 
ly since the late 70s and is just now 
beginning to reap the fruits of his 
labor. 

Baum recently returned from 
Florida where he was writing, di¬ 
recting and starring in bits and 
shorts for ABC’s "America’s Fun¬ 
niest People."

“The Arena” is the result of that 
decision. 

“The show came about in a 
round-about way,” Kiser said 
"We were producing really goods 
videos at a great price, but the 


problem was there was still no 
place to show them. MTV had its 
little corner sewn up and other mu¬ 
sic-video shows concentrated on al¬ 
ternative acts. 

“We wanted our show to show 
people what else is out there.” 

Though moving slowly but sure¬ 
ly, Nitro Productions is apparently 
earning a name for itself. Actor 
Lou Diamond Phillips was fea¬ 
tured in a recent video and has re¬ 
portedly recommended the compa¬ 
ny to several colleagues.

in his fourth year at El Dorado, 
Jones is the picture of staying pow¬ 
er. He arrived in 1989 and the Gold¬ 
en Hawks were 0-10. In 1990 they 
posted a 2-8 mark. 

Last year, Jones' persistence 
was rewarded. A 7-0 Empire 
League victory over eventual CIF 
Southern Section Division III 
champion Los Alamitos was part 
of a 5-5 regular season record and a 
wild-card berth in the playoffs, its 
first postseason appearance since 
1988. 

"For us, it's like my shirt says," 
Jones said, pointing to his Golden 
Hawks T-shirt imprinted 'TEAM 
me.’

beating Los A1 or making the play¬ 
offs. You’ve got to be a giver even 
when people are knocking your 
nose off your face." 

This is the season Jones wants to 
continue hitting back. 

Again, El Dorado will face oppo¬ 
nents with a conservative amount 
of varsity players. While league ri¬ 
val Esperanza High has atten¬ 
dance figures near 2,500, El Dora¬ 
do is nearer 1,500. 

"Our big enemy is injuries," 
said Jones. "We’re always shuf¬ 
fling.

HOME OF THE WEEK 
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Do open houses help sell homes? 


M ost home sellers are of the 

opinion that their agent or bro¬ 
ker should hold their home 
open on the weekend. They believe open 
houses are a good way to generate traf¬ 
fic and to motivate a purchase offer 
They are usually only half right. Open 
houses are often a good means to gener 
ate potential buyer traffic. They seldom 
result in submission of a purchase offer 
from an open house prospect, however 
Depending on the location and curb 
..ppeal of the home, open houses often 
result in substantial buyer traffic. This 
is the best motive for an agent or broker 
to showcase your home on the weekend 
— to meet motivated prospects face-to- 
face and to convince them of his or her 
expertise. After all, the prospect proba¬ 
bly has a home to sell and will need rep¬ 
resentation during the purchase process 
Another reason your agent or broker 
may wish to hold your home open is to 
meet your neighbors. (Neighbors usual¬ 
ly visit to compare your home to theirs, 
and to estimate their home's value 
based on your list price.) 

Your neighbors, too, represent pros¬ 
pects with homes to sell. This is a pri¬ 
mary motive of those agents and bro¬ 
kers who specialize by working in one or 
two neighborhoods. 

Estimates of the odds of a successful 
sale as a direct result of open house ac¬ 
tivities vary from zero percent to as 
high as four percent Assuming even the

best estimate, then, open house is most 
often not a good marketing strategy for 
the average home and the average 
home seller 

Does this mean that open houses are 
never a valid part of the home market¬ 
ing strategy? Certainly not. 

In fact, when their benefits are more 
completely understood, open houses are 
usually good for all parties involved — 
the seller, the agent or the broker, and 
the prospective buyer. 

A successful open house is contingent 
on the home itself. It must be located 
near major roads in order to attract 
enough driveby traffic from open house 
signs. The home must also be attractive 
enough from the curb that prospective 


buyers will be enticed to stop their car 
and actually enter the home. Fixer-up¬ 
pers and homes that back to major 
roadways do not result in the best open 
house opportunities. 

Another key ingredient to a successful 
open house is the real estate agent or 
broker. He or she should have a profes¬ 
sional appearance, excellent verbal sell¬ 
ing skills and a thorough knowledge of 
the home and the surrounding communi¬ 
ty. These will be required in order for 
the agent or broker to build rapport with 
open house prospects and to increase 
the odds in the home seller’s favor. 

The third ingredient — and the one 
most often overlooked — is the lifestyle 
of the home seller's family. 

There is no reason to hold a home 
open that does not show well. The home 
must be neat and orderly, and above 
all, clean. It should include up-to-date 
floor and window coverings, as well as 
newer furniture. 

In addition, with such low odds of a 
sale as a result of the open house, the 
family’s weekend schedule should take 
priority. If a family enjoys their week¬ 
ends by relaxing in or working around 
their home, they probably should not 
choose to interrupt their weekend habits 
by having their home held open. 

If the family spends weekends away 
from home, however, and the home 
meets their real estate agent's or bro¬ 
ker's location and condition require¬ 


ments, an open house can be a valuable 
activity. 

The primary value to the home seller 
is the feedback received by the real es¬ 
tate agent or broker. Objective com¬ 
ments from prospective buyers can give 
a seller insight into the current market. 
This is well worth providing the agent or 
broker a home in which he or she can 
link up with prospective buyers and sell¬ 
ers. 

So what is a seller to do when his or 
her home, agent and family lifestyle 
don’t fit the criteria for a successful 
open house? Don’t force your real estate 
agent or broker to hold your home open. 
Uwtead, have him or her commit to 
spend the three or four hours on your 
behalf in a more productive way. Ask 
your agent or broker for suggestions as 
to how he or she feels the time will be 
most valuable. (Calling agents, mailing 
information, or knocking on neighbors' 
doors regarding your home are good al¬ 
ternatives.) 

Get a commitment from the agent or 
broker and ask for feedback from pro¬ 
spective agents and buyers. The result 
will be of far more value to your sales 
success than will a Sunday open house.

Previously owned home sales show increase 

Sales of previously owned homes 
jumped in July, as low mortgage interest 
rates continued to draw first-time buyers 
to the market, according to the National 
Association of Realtors. 

The association recorded a seasonally 
adjusted annual sales rate of .1.48 million 
existing single-family homes in July, up 
6.7 percent from July 1991, when the re¬ 
sale rate was .1.26 million units. 

NAR President Dorcas T. Helfant said 
the heavy activity was due in part to a 
surge of purchases by first-time home 
buyers, who were taking advantage of the 
lowest mortgage rates in 19 years. 

The Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Corp. reported that the national average 
commitment rate for 30-year, convention¬ 
al, fixed-rate mortgages was 8.13 percent 
in July, the lowest monthly average since 
July 1973, when the rate was 8.05 percent. 

In July 1991, the average rate was 9.58

percent. Mortgage rates this year have 
generally remained at least one percent¬ 
age point lower than rates offered last 
year. 

Year-to-date sales continue to exceed 
those for last year. The association re¬ 
corded a total of 2,030,000 existing-home 
sales between January and July, which 
was 5.8 percent higher than the total of 
1,919,000 units for the first seven months 
of last year. 

"The combination of first-time buyers, 
starter home sales and low rates caused 
the median price to drop," NAR Chief 
Economist John A. Tuccillo said. 

Mortgage rates are expected to contin¬ 
ue sliding in the months ahead, he noted. 
Currently, NAR is predicting existing sin¬ 
gle-family home sales to total 3.49 million 
units this year, rising 8.3 percent from 
1991, and reaching the highest level since 
1988.

People in many neighbor¬ 
hoods and condominium asso¬ 
ciations across the country 
are taking practical steps by 
organizaing “Neighborhood 
Watch" groups, according to 
the North Orange County As¬ 
sociation of Realtors.

A survey of leading realtors from Cali¬ 
fornia and 1*) other states across the na¬ 
tion reveals that California realtors have 
greater confidence in their residential 


real estate markets today than three 
quarters ago. 

The GW Realty Confidence Survey, con¬ 
ducted by Great Western Bank, one of the 
largest home mortgage lenders in the 
state, shows that California realtors gave 
their residential real estate markets a 
confidence index rating of 5.5 on a scale of 
one to 10, 10 being best. This is up from a 
5.3 index rating during the third quarter 
of 1991, when the survey was first con¬ 
ducted. 


California realtors have an optimistic 
outlook for the future as well — forecast¬ 
ing an index rating of 7.1 for their residen¬ 
tial real estate markets one year from 
now. This is just slightly below the nation¬ 
al forecast rating of 7.3. 

Sixty-three percent of the California 
realtors surveyed said their sales activity 
had increased since the first quarter of 
the year. Among those surveyed, 44.9 per¬ 
cent said their sales activity had im¬ 
proved slightly, while 18.1 percent expen 


enced a significant improvement. 

Nearly two-thirds — 65.2 percent of 
the realtors surveyed across the nation 
reported increased sales activity. 

Great Western managers conducted in- 
person interviews over an eight-week pe¬ 
riod during the second quarter of 1992. 

Three-quarters of the realtors selected 
to participate were brokers managers of 
offices with average sales volumes over 
$5 million during the past six months and 
an average office size of 38 agents.
